Berlin.—Prof. 
Martin 
Mendelsohn, 
who has occupied the chair of diseases 
of the heart in Berlin univ ersity since 
18 9 9, has put forward the ex traordi­ 
nary theory that the heart is not the 
prime power for life, but as an organ 
play s only a secondary part His the­ 
ory is that the activ ity of the cells of 
the body , in absorbing and eliminating 
fluids, 
constitute 
the chief motiv e 
power In forcing the blood through the 
sy stem. 
In support of his theory Doctor Men­ 
delsohn calls attention to the fact that 
many persons with ex ceedingly weak 
hearts continue to liv e, although in 
the.se particular cases it is impossible 
to believ e that their hearts can pump 
the blood through the body . 
Professor 
Mendelsohn 
first 
pro­ 
pounded his theory in the new medical 
weekly , Die Medlzlnische Zeit, in a re­ 
cently published article, which subse­ 
quently was taken up by Alfred Kerr 
of the Berliner Tageblatt. 
An elabo­ 
rate discourse on the subject is being 
prepared by Doctor Mendelsohn for 
an early meeting of the medical so­ 
ciety . 
The author of this new theory con­ 
tends that “ the human body ’s motiv e 
power is represented by the cellular 
activ ity of the glands and -skin in ab­ 
sorbing and ex creting liquids which 
furnish the requisite fuel for the hu­ 
man motor, whereas the heart and 
blood circulation merely play a regu­ 
lativ e role in distributing such fuel 
and resulting refuse to and from the 
v arious motors throughout the body , 
namely , the internal, glandular and 
epidermic cells.” 
Doctor Mendelsohn say s that this 
ex plains many cases of the burial of 
persons 
apparently 
dead, 
and 
he 
argues that other tests besides cessa­ 
tion of the heart beat are necessary 
to establish true death.

for the farmer, working in coopera­ 
tion with nature, takes a few gases 
from the air, some minerals from the 
soil, and by a synthetic process man­ 
ufactures them into complex 
prod­ 
ucts. 
“It is easily demonstrated that all 
of the natural sciences; biology, phys­ 
ics, chemistry and the rest, have a 
bearing upon 
farming. 
Economics 
and sociology touch definitely upon 
farming, for the farm er has his own 
business to run and his own social 
contacts to maintain. 
“ As a mode of life, it is distinct. 
In America, at any rate, farming is 
peculiar in this one respect; it Ss the 
only industry in which the 
family 
lives right at 
the industrial plant. 
Farming, furthermore, is the only in­ 
dustry in which the whole family has

Killed On Way To Mass Sun­ 
day By Personal Enemies 
—Was unflinching As Ari 
Officer—Was Strong Man

Kevin O’Higgins, 
known 
as “the 
strong man” of the Irish Free States 
was shot down in the streets of Dub­ 
lin, Ireland, 
Sunday, 
and killed by 
assassins. 
As in the case of another “strong 
man,” Michael Collins, his murderers 
lay in wait for him and as he walked 
alone for his home to Black Rock, a 
short distance from 
Dublin, to mid­ 
day mass, an automobile 
pulled up 
beside him and three 
men pumped 
bullets into him. 
The assassins drove away and thus 
far have escaped police. 
As he 
lay 
on 
wounded, O’Higgins, vice president of 
the Free State council minister of 
justice and 
foreign affairs, 
gasped 
out: “I forgive them all.” 
Nothing could be done to staunch 


the end, and the doctors marveled at 
his vitality. 
He 
embraced 
his wife 
and child, and said farewell to scores 
of friends.
